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SENATE COMMITTEE VOTES 
TO REGISTER LOBBYISTS 


Makes Favorable Report on Caraway Bill 
Carrying Fines and Jail Terms for 
Its Violation.

WASHINGTON, Feb... 20.—The 


reported favorably the Caraway bill 
requiring lobbyists to register and 
to make a regular accounting of 


their financial activities. 

A lobbyist is defined in the bill 
as “anyone who shall engage, for 
hire, to attempt to influence legis- 
lation or to prevent legislation by 
the national Congress.” 

Lobbying is defined as any ef- 
fort to influence the action, of Con- 
gress, whether by distributing liter- 
ature, appearing before the com- 
mittees of Congress, interviewing 
members, or by any other means. 

The bill requires that every lob- 
byist shall register with the clerk 
of the House and the secretary of 
the enate and shall file with them 
a written authorization of his em- 
ployment, signed by the person.or 
organization that he represents. 


| He is cOmmand«d also to disclose 
the interest that he himself’may 
have in the pussage or defeat of 


| Senate Judiciary Committee today |} legislation, and to tell how much 


| he receives, both as salary and 
expense money. 

It is further stipulated that the 
lobbyist shall file each month a 
report of the money he has spent 
as a lobbyist, including the cost 
of any entertainment and the 
names Of the persons entertained. 
These reports, it is provided, shall 
be given to the clerk of the House 
and the secretary of the Senate 
anfi printed in the Congressional 
Record. 

The penalty clause of the bill 
provides a fine of from $100 to 
.$1000 and a jail sentence of from 
one month to a year for violations. 

State officials seeking to influ- 
ence action on legislation in which 
their States have an interest are 
exempt from the provisions of the 


bill.

They told police that, while 
loafing on a street corner; they 
discussed crime and decided they 
could “get aw ay with a few hold- 
ups.”’ 

Accordingly, using an automo- 
bile owned by Ottofy’s sister, which 
they borrowed, they held up the 
attendant in a filling station at 
Kingshighway and McPherson 
avenue, on Jan. 7, 1927, taking 
$80 and making a “perfect get- 
away. They robbed a filling sta- 
tion at 5174 Delmar _ boulevard, 
Jan. 16, taking $50. Several days 
later they attempted to rob a fill- 
ing station at 1923 North Kings- 
highway, but fled emptyhanded 
when a customer drove up. Then 
they returncd to the scene of their 
firat holdup, taking $82. The at- 
tendant recognized them and’sup- 
plied police with so accurate a de- 
scription that they were arrested. 

The youths, who have been at 
liberty unger $10,000 bond, each 
implicated \two other youths, one 
of whom subsequently presented 
an alibi and escaped prosecution.

Support Walsh’s Plea for 
Inquiry.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 20.—Vivid 
evidence in support of Senator 
Walsh’s contention that electric 
light and power rates need 4 pub- 
lic re-examination is found in a 
set of .igures issued today by the 
Geological Survey in the Depart- 

ment of the- Interior, 

The figures show that, owing to 
improvements in plant design and 
operation during the last few years, 
there has been a marked reduc- 
tion in the amount of coal required 


to produce a given amount of elec- 


tricity. 

“The operators of public utility 
power plant,” says the survey, 
“performed the remarkable feat of 
generating about 2,.500,000,000 
more wilowatt hours of electricity 
by the use of fuel in 1927 than in 
1926, by the consumption of about 
150,000 tons of fuel less than was 
used in 1926. 

Decrease in 8 Years. 

“Mrom 1919 to 1927, the average 
quantity of coal required to pro- 
duce a kilowatt hour of electricity 
bas decreased from about 3.2 to 
about 1.8 pounds. This is a not- 
able performance. 

“The reduction in the average 
fue) rate from 1926 to 1927 was 
about 0112 pound, or about 2 
ounces per kilowatt hour generat- 
ed. With coal costing $4 a ton, 
it would require the savings on 
the generation of about 4000 kilo- 
watt hours of ‘electricity to amount 
to $1 in fuel. 

“The total consumption of elec- 
tricity by 10°average domestic con- 
sumers in 1927 about equaled 4000 
kilowatt hours. The apparently 
insignificant saving of 0.12 pound 
of coa] per. Kilowatt boyr amount- 
ed to about 3,000,000 tons of coal 
for the year, or at $4 a ton, $12,- 
000,000.” 

: Estimates on Production. 

The report estimates the total 
production of electricity by ‘public 
utility power plants in the United) 
States at 79,724.000 kilowatt hours 
in 1927, or an increase of $8 per 
cent above the output for 1926. 
Of this quantity, 37 per cent was 
produced by the use of water pow- 
er, an inerease of 1.6 per cent 
above the proportion for 1926. 

In kilowatt hours,’the electricity 
produced by the use of fuel in- 
creased about 6% per cent and the 
electricity produced by water pow- 
er increased about 138 per cent. It 
would have required about 27,000,- 
000 tons of coal to generate the 
electricity that was produced by 
water power.

U. S. Supreme Court Decision 
Sustains Burley Tobacco 
Growers of Kentucky.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 
Bingham co-operating market 
of Kentucky was declared valid 
and constitutional today by the 
Supreme Court. 

The decision was a victory for 
the Burley Tobacco Growers’ Co- 
operative Marketing Association of 
Kentucky, which operates under 
the law. There are similar laws in 

2 other states. The law was at- 
tacked by the Liberty Warehouse 
Co., operating warehouses at Mays- 
ville, Ky., for the sale of tobacco 
from Missouri, West Virginia and 
Ohio. 

Co-operative marketing among 
farmers, which has been growing 
in recent years, was in effect sus- 
tained by the decision. 

Under the Kentucky law, mem- 
bers of co-operatives are required 
to sell their products through the 
association. One member of the 
Burley Association put his tobacco 
on sale with the Liberty company 
and was successfully prosecuted in 
the State courts. 

The Bingham act was attacked 
particularly as a violation of the 
laws and a “restraint 
upon interstate commerce. It was 
argued by the warehouse company 
that members of the association 
had been active competitors in the 
open market before the enactment 
of the Bingham law, and it was

EQUITY IN SEIZED AUTOS UPHELD 


Supreme Court Rules Finance 
Firms May Plead Cases.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 20.—Auto- 
mobile financing companies were 
sustained today by the Supreme 
Court in their contention that they 
should have an opportunity in the 
courts to preserve their equity in 
cars seized while transporting 
liquor, when the drivers were 
prosecuted for illegal possession 
and the possession was incident to 
transportation.

BERLIN, Feb. 20.—Whatever

The arbitration decision In the 
metal trade dispute is unacceptable 
to both metal workers and manu- 
facturers, and the Minister of La- 
bor has invited the parties in the 
dispute, which is concerned with 
wages, to a joint conference to- 
morrow, to decide whether the 
award shall be made obligatory. 
Employers are unanimous in the 
opinion that industry cannot stand 
further wage increases and it is be- 
lieved the official arbiter, appoint- 
ed to solve industrial problems.

RUSSIA HUNGRY WITH LOTS

Farmers Urged to Bring Crops to Market — 
Clothes Also Distributed Under 
Government Control.

MOSCOW, Feb. 20.—Confronted 
by a shortage of foodstuffs and 
textiles, the authorities today were 
determined upon vigorous meas- 
ures to remedy the situation. 

Alexander Petrovitch Smyrnoff, 
commissar for agriculture, resigned 
because of failure to manage the 
grain storing campaign. The grain 
in storage fell 2,000,000 tons short 
of the previous year despite an in- 
creased harvest. 

There has been a slight improve- 
ment in the grain situation. This 
is attributed, in part, to a visit of 
Joseph Stalin, iron man of Russia, 
to Sibéria. While there he issued 


new instructions to officials with 
the intent of persuading the peas- 
ant farmers to send their grain to 
the market. Butter, eggs and soap 
are also affected by the shortage 
which recalis the days of a famine.

The last national election was 
limited to taxpayers and only 3,- 
000,000 persons were entitled to 
vote. Today any sane male citizen, 
25 years of age, who has resided 
in one place one year previously, 
who was not dependent upon the 
state for support, who has not been 
convicted of a felony and who can 
read and write could cast a bal- 
lot. 

The business life of the nation 
has been virtually at a standstill 
for the last few days in the fran- 
tic last-minute struggle of the va- 
rious parties to appeal jo this 
greatly increased electorate. 

For the 466 seats of the diet, 
which was dissolved in January, 
there were 969 candidates, The 
Seiyukai or Government party and 
the Minseito or opposition party 
entered about 370 candidates each. 
The remainder included 88 Pro- 
letarians and 88 Independents, 

Political observers generally 
agreed the Seiyukai’ would be vic- 
torious by a small margin. The 
main strength of the Seiyukai lies 
in the country and the Minseito in 
the towns and cities. Their plat 
forms differ little. Each advocates 
industrialization as the best means 
of solving the population question 
and each emphasizes the necessity 
of improving the hard lot of the 
rural communities.

Protection for the Mississippi Valley.

Rockefeller Says It!

OHN PD. ROCKEFELLER JR.. in his 

rasping comments on the recklessness 

and cynicism of a dwindling group of 
big business men in this country, started 
something which the whole worldg.of indus- 
try will finish if itt is as wise or even as 
sophisticated as it appears to be. Men un- 
used to wealth, power or responsibility 
sometimes stumble on great successes. Too 
often they are disposed to believe that any 
one who goes by the designation of “mag- 
nate” is a little bigger than the Government 
and a little more powerful than the law. 
It is unfortunate that the country at large 
is usually ready to accept such light-head- 
ed persons as types representatives of the 
philosophy of business. The wonder is that 
the groups they consistently misrepresent 
haven't put labels and checks on them be- 
fore now. 


HE greatest successes in all divisions 


of American business are being achieved 
in the open by men and groups enlightened 
enough to know that in the final analysis 
you must serve the public if you wish to 
serve your stockholders. The greatest of 
the industrial corporations have been dJearn- 
ing that genuinely good intentions have an 
almost immeasurable commercial value. Yet 
a man in business fates much as he fares 
in his private life. So long as he lives 
decently and honorably and at peace with 
his community, he will never get conspicu- 
ously into the papers. The occasional male- 
factor gets all the advertising. Similarly. 
the very virtues of the vast mafority of 
business men, who are never summoned be- 
fore Senate committees, keep them beyond

Since the very close-fitting, plain 
sleeve is not in harmony with the 
softened silhouette, sleeves are 
wider, often shirred or drawn in at 
the wrist to give a graceful full- 
ness. The neckline only remains 
rather plain and this because the 
plain neckline shows off costume 
jewelry to better advantage. 

In the coats the flare, the cape 
silhouette and the belted waistline 
are the new lines.

The truuble with which so- 
ciety is confronted today about the 
healing power of the mind is that 
in “all-informed” quarters it is 
recognized as the only healing 
power to the exclusion of all other 
powers or influences concerned in 
the restoration to health. 

Mind, as a powerful healing 
agent, is sometimes difficult and 
often unpleasant to use, says Dr. 
Kenelm Reid (practitioner). Most 
people, he says, disbelieve in it 
utterly. But he insists that with- 
out it medical science is limited in 
value. What really heals an ill- 
ness? The “healing power of Na- 
ture,” which is the unconscious 
will to get well.« If we help this 
unconscious will with all the paw- 
er of our conscious minds, we are 
bringing to bear the most powerful 
of all curative forces. Just as we 
(Can only achieve success in any- 
‘thing by ceaselessly willing ‘it, so 
| We can only get well by ceaseless- 
| ly willing it. | 

What Dr. Reid tells us to do, 
then, is to take our consciousness 
.of illness and deliberately convert 
it into consciousness of health. 
We are to do this continuously, by 
training ourselves to abolish all re- 


upon illness the moment they 
shape themselves in our minds. 
We must never allow ourselves to 
experience a train of morbid 
thought. Some morbid physical 
and emotional experiences we 
cannot abolish, and we must deal 
with them by deliberately con- 
|; structing the general ideas, and if 
| possible the correct mental images 
(or pictures, which are the exact 
opposite of these experiences and 
holding and fixing them in our 
minds. 

These are the essentials of the 
| work, and the more completely 
and logically it is carried out the 
more difficult it is, but the greater 
is the benefit we derive. The more 


pictures and the greater our faith 
in the possibility of their being 
actual, the more efficient they will 
be. Faith grows from practice and 
result# The elements of the work 
are so simple that few people are 
able at first to take it seriously— 
to imagine health, activity and use- 


them. Not to delude ourselves into 
the belief that we are already in 
that healthy state, but to keep on 
constantly constructing. our imag- 
ination the state in which we wish 
to be. 

A very important point is that, 
using the term ‘“‘morbid” in its 
widest sense, selfishness is as mor- 
bid as disease. This method is 
therefore handicapped at the start 
if we use it with the selfish idea 
Of personal comfort. An essential 
of its success is that it should be 
performed with the object of en- 
abling us to work at our utmost 
capacity for the universal good. 
Whether or not this altruistic mo- 
tive is real, the idea of it is as 
necessary a part of the training 
as the idea of health,and must be 
practiced until it becomes a part 
of us.

M ANY long-needed changes are 


at last being made in the 
American public school system 


of education. Many more changes 


'are needed and would be desirable 


and will probably come, now that 
the ball has started rolling. The 
question of home work is still a 
disputed one and we are inclined to 
think it should be decided by par- 
ents who are deeply interested. 

Children are influenced to an as- 
tonishing degree by their environ- 
ment, and herein lies the parents’ 
part in their children’s education. 
In the first place, oply the cleanest 
daily news should be tolerated 
where it may fal] into the hands of 
inexperienced readers. This applies 
to the Sunday editions as well. 
Magazines that lie on the tables a 
week or month should be carefully 
chosen. Entertaining, instructive 
ones, those well illustrated and @ 
sprinkling of the better children’s 
magazines should be among those 
chosen. 

Standard works should be en- 
couraged and fostered. If we do 
not want to buy them there are ex- 
cellent libraries for this part of the 
instruction. Book lists for the chil- 
dren’s guidance may be made out 
and put in their hands. Reading 
correct English is very heipful and 
it breeds a dislike of books where- 
in it is not found, while good illus- 
trations are not only pleasing, but 
are also helpful to those with artis- 
tic inclinations. 

The familiarity with good read- 
ing gives a certain stamp of good 
breeding that makes the child feel 
at home among gentle folks wher- 
ever he goes. 

Now we come to one of the most 
prominent points in child educa- 
tion, and it is the effect upon the 
child of the talk and attitude of 
life in their immediate surround- 
ings. There are certain family 
matters wherein children shonild 
not be concerned to the extent of 
offering opinions or entering into 
discussions. 

The ban changes older people's 
viewpoints, making them careful in 
their conversations and broaden- 
ing them out into fields that make 
for more general conversation in 
interesting channels.
